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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The Amendment and Terminal Disclaimer filed by Applicant on 
12/13/2007 has been entered. 

Response to Terminal Disclaimer 

2. Applicant's Terminal Disclaimer filed on 12/13/2007 have 
been fully considered and approved and it is found persuasive. 

3. The rejection of claims 1-4, 6-8 and 14-15 on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over claim 1-17 of U.S. Patent No. 6,866,934 is 
withdrawn . 

4. The rejection of claims 1-4, 6-8 and 14-15 on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over claim 1-11 of U.S. Patent No. 7,258,921 is 
withdrawn . 

5. Claims 1-4, 6-8 and 14-15 are directed to an allowable 
product. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 
821.04(B), claims 9-10, 12-13 and 16-17, directed to the process 
of making or using an allowable product, previously withdrawn 
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Art Unit: 1796 

from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are 
hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 
CFR 1.104. 

6. Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration 
under 37 CFR 1.142 have been rejoined, the restriction 
requirement as set forth in the Office action mailed on 
01/19/2007 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the 
restriction requirement as to the rejoined inventions, 
applicant (s) are advised that if any claim presented in a 
continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in 
the present application, such claim may be subject to 
provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application.
